Eli, a son of Eli and 
Margaret (Hart) Butcher, was born February 1, 1826 and died in Randolph 
County VA (WV) March 25, 1862. 
About the time he was married, he bought out his father and became a 
very prosperous merchant and a popular man of high standing. He was 


apparently involved in Confederate activities, 
and the destruction of his property by Federal forces.
